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REMARKS 

Summary of the Office Action 

Claim 13 stand rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 103(e) as being unpatentable over Singer (US 
6,1 1 1,753) in view of Kasprzak, et aL (US 2005/0076249). 

Applicants thank the Examiner for indicating that claims 1-12 are allowed. 
Summary of the Response to the Office Action 

Claim 6 was inadvertently omitted in the originally filed application. Accordingly, 
Applicants now have labeled claim 6 "cancelled" to insure proper number of claims. Applicants 
also cancel 13 without prejudice or disclaimer and in order to expedite prosecution of the 
application.
